This is truly a shocking move by the ABC! A while back in the late 
1990s, I drove through the Northern Territory and from the Queensland 
border to Tennant Creek there was no radio reception at all during the 
daytime with the exception of the domestic shortwave service. The same 
was true on the highway from Tennant Creek to Alice Springs [509 km = 
316 miles --- gh]. O£ course there are low powered FM relays in the 
settlements but distances between towns in the Territory are vast. 
This service was essential for truck drivers, farmers, and the many 
tiny Aboriginal settlements that were too small to justify a FM relay.

I think I may have an answer. 


Australia has a satellite system for both Television and radio called 
‘Avast' which can be received not only in Central Australia but also 
Australia wide as I also get this satellite system in Halls Creek NSW. 
In central Australia (Northern territory) all the ABC and CAAMA (who 
also use ABC radio NT for relays)radio services can be accessed via 
the 'AVAST' satellite system as well as many radio services Australia 
wide including all ABC areas and SBS areas can be received on this 
system. 


As well as those services I have noted the BBC as well as the 
Community Broadcasting Association Australia (CBAA) and many other 
community services Australia wide including Hope christian radio in 
Sydney. I havn't seen or heard any commercial radio on there. The 
Television service has licensed commercial TV services in areas 
Australia wide but you can only view what's licensed in your local 
area which usually isn't the local terrestrial service but ones from 
Alice springs/Mt Isa with some local ads fed into the system (For 
other states.) Local news is fed after the main local bulletins and 
repeated in the evenings and afternoons. 


So many potential listeners can dial up the radio services from Darwin 
and all other areas across Australia which is why I think they have 
cut the shortwave services all at once for maintenance. The only issue 
is the AVAST set top boxes can only receive one service at a time so 
you'r either on TV or radio not both at one time. The AVAST TV'S may 
be able to do this. They can record too onto a data stick or hard 
drive. I hope this helps. Best regards (Tim Gaynor, Halls Creek NSW,

The weeks surrounding the fall/spring equinox always seemed to be the 
best time to hear the ABC NT SW service, at least for me in Texas. 
Guess I won't get the chance this time. What's left on 120 meters 
other than the Brazilian on 2380 (if even that)? 


Wonder if there was any consideration of using one of the Shepparton 
transmitters as a replacement? Also recall that all three NT service 
transmitters were replaced with new units only a few years ago. This 
sort of reminds me of CBC dropping its Northern SW Service in 2012 in 
favor of local FM.

Running to [sic] 50 kW "AM" transmitters full time is a very costly 
measure; if they were to build out an FM network, once you look past 
build-out costs, the monthly costs to operate numerous low power FM 
transmitters would be SIGNIFIGANTLY less. The station I work for has 
next to no power bill, comparatively speaking, with 9 FM transmitters 
compared to 1 AM transmitter at 5 kW 24/7 (Paul Walker, Galena AK, 
ptsw yg via DXLD) 


I wonder if Broadcast Australia considers Shepparton as the 
replacement?

CMG, which represents Radio-Canada workers outside of QuEbec, has 
learned that the daily local 30-minute noon-hour news and public 
affairs show will no longer be produced and heard in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia. 


"We are alarmed the CBC is eliminating original local programming that 
Francophones in Western Canada rely on. The decision to cut important 
programming that serves Francophone communities is ill-advised," says 
Carmel Smyth, President of the Canadian Media Guild. "Francophones in 
each province rely on Radio-Canada radio, and in many cases, can't 
necessarily afford or don't have adequate access to Internet and 
streaming for online service. It's also insensitive to cut the 
programming and fill the time slot with shows from Montreal." 


Smyth added that the cuts come at a time when CBC/Radio-Canada has 
been given extra funding: "This is money the union hoped would be used 
to enhance local news and programming, including radio and television 
which surveys show continue to be more popular than online programming 
alone," she said. 


CMG also points out that CBC/Radio-Canada management chose to announce 
to staff these cuts during the Olympics, a time when Canadians have 
extra reason to appreciate the work our members do and the public 
broadcaster's proud history of uniting Canadians by providing them 
with comprehensive, bilingual programming no matter where they live.

an FM (Raymie Humbert, PhUnix AZ, Sept 1, WTFDA Forum via DXLD) 
A stitch in time saved nine 6 or 99.1, to be precise.

show that XHTMJ-FM in Tepatitl-n de Morelos, Jalisco, barely was on 

time with its request to renew its permit in 2007. When the permit was 

issued (and received by XHTMJ on April 17, 2000) it was labeled with 

an expiration date of 2007. At some later date, the date of expiration 

was filled in: April 15, 2007. 


XHTMJ calculated that, based on the date it had, it expired April 17, 
2007, and so it solicited renewal on the 16th. That almost led to the 
end of the station, but the IFT, realizing that the permitholder had 
no idea of the actual correct date, decided to renew the permit anyway 
(and make it eligible for a permit transfer). 


Rather amusingly, one commissioner asked why XHLNC-FM, despite having 
a Class C1 permit, is being held to just 10 kW instead of the maximum 
100. (He was told that a technical study would need to be done 6 not 
just that, the FCC would need to get involved). (Raymie, Sept 2, 
ibid.) 


No breaks, another steak dinner from the IFT. Again. We'll start with 
something awaited: formal lists of virtual channels. Finally.

-CORTV has been assigned channel 9. 

-SMRTV Michoac-n, when it signs on, will take channel 16. 

-XHMAP Monclova has been reserved channel 29. 

-XHABC Chihuahua has channel 28 but XHCTH has channel 4. (!?!?!? 

-XHFCQ Felipe Carrillo Puerto, Q. Roo, has been assigned channel 
4. Remember, it's the last permit in the state network and the IFT has 


yet to award replacements in Canc’n and Chetumal. 


-XHUS Hermosillo will take, predictably, channel 8. 


-XHCVP will be on channel 9 in Coatzacoalcos. 


-XHGSM in San Miguel de Allende has been reserved channel 8. XHCEP 
in Celaya will get channel 15. 


-XHFM will broadcast on channel 12. 


-Channels 6, 20 and 22 have been reserved for future national 
services. The following stations were forced to remain where they are 
due to FCC objections: 


XETV (for Canal 5), XHUAA, XHLAR (for Estrellas), XHEXT, XHTIT and 
XHCJH (for Azteca 7), XHAQ, XHJK, XHCJE, XHFA (16), and XHLNA (for 
Azteca 13)

Does This Look Like Canal Once to You? On February 23, 1990, the 
Patronato Pro-TelevisiUn de Cozumel, A.C. was awarded a permit for 
channel 5 in Cozumel, Quintana Roo. It was the island's second 
television station (after XHCOQ-3, which carried CE programs). 


However, XHCOZ-TV was muddled in permitting problems for 15 years and 

had not made it to air. They finally received a new permit from SEGOB 

in 2006 to operate channel 5, with 1.5 kW ERP from a transmitter on 
Cozumel's north side. Having secured a permit, the Patronato Pro- 
TelevisiUn then needed to secure a program source. On January 17, 

2007, XHCOZ, after nearly 17 years on paper, came to air, relaying the 
programming of Once TV from the IPN. The inauguration was attended by 
Governor FElix Gonz-lez Canto.

The station was apparently owned by the Molina Casares family and was 
connected to the FundaciUn Aviomar 6 the name comes from a related 
concern that sells adventure tours.

XHCOZ relayed Once TV for a number of years, appearing on IPN 
materials through 2012.

It was the fifth of five Once TV outlets in Quintana Roo 6 the other 
four were the SQCS state network. 


But at some point, XHCOZ unhooked from Once, becoming a local station 
known as 5TV, La TelevisiUn de Nuestra Gente. It is what I'd call a 
permit wolf. XHCOZ's empire has also expanded to radio. In 2012, 


XHZCM-FM 107.7 was permitted to the same Patronato. They even made it 
to digital in 2015, broadcasting on RF channel 23 with a measly 150 
watts. 


XHCOZ's programming 

http: //tvcozumel .mx/ 

is what you'd expect from a local station. Musical programs, sports, 
talk and news shows. This is not a Canal Once repeater 6 it is best 
described as a local station. 


So what virtual channel did XHCOZ get? Certainly not 5 6 though Canal 
5 is a subchannel in Cozumel. 


It got 11. The IFT lists XHCOZ as a Canal Once repeater, and with the 
outdated information it had on file, the IFT handed it the logical 
assignment. Well, that's not good news. XHCOZ is the only 11 (leaving 
aside XHCJE) that's not an IPN Canal Once transmitter (Raymie, Sept 4, 
ibid.) 


There do appear to be a bunch of VHF-high digital stations in 
Australia. Apparently the virtual channel system in their DVB-T system 
doesn't support minor channel numbers. Outside North America, the term 
"Logical Channel Number" (LCN) is used instead of "Virtual Channel". 


In analog, Australia had five national networks. The country's state 
capitols are far enough apart that the same channels could be used in 
all of them: 

- ABC (the national public station), channel 2 

- Seven (yes, channel 7) 

- Nine (yes, channel 9) 

- Ten (yes, channel 10) 

- SBS, channel 28. This is an ethnic channel. 


In digital... 
- ABC: LCN 2 
- Seven: LCN 7 
- Nine: LCN 9 
- Ten: LCN 1 
- SBS: LCN 3 


Each channel also gets the two- and three-digit versions of their 
LCNs. So 10 is a valid LCN for Ten. While they were at it they 
assigned LCN 4 for community stations; LCN 5 for regional Nine 
affiliates; LCN 6 for regional Seven stations; and LCN 8 for regional 
Ten stations. 


The ATSC standard says 0 is not a valid major channel number. It is a 
valid *xminor*x channel number. It's supposed to be reserved for 


transmission of information about an affiliated analog station. (EPG) 
To my knowledge nobody ever used it. I"m not sure what would happen if 
you tried to use minor channel 0 for a digital stream. 


For that matter, I'm not sure what would happen if you tried to use 
xmajorx channel @. It's not technically valid but I don't know of any 
reason it shouldn't work. I'm betting it depends on the receiver 
firmware (Doug Smith W9WI, Pleasant View, TN EM66 http: //www.w9wi.com 
ibid.) 


RE: This thread, post #1032... Raymie, I'm really hoping I can talk 
you into compiling a list of border DTVs... I'm on dial-up internet 
(Speed: about 5 megs per HOUR if I'm lucky) which makes it impossible 
for me to do much research. The FCC homepage takes 10+ minutes for me 
to load, often with several connect / disconnect / re-connects. If I 
finally manage to load the homepage that's about as far as I can get.

Meeting the Wrecking Ball? The Edificio Puga Arriaga in San Luis 
Potosi 


When the technical documents for Imagen stations came out, I 
recognized one of the addresses that was provided for a transmitter 
site: Av. Venustiano Carranza #985, Col. Moderna, San Luis PotosI. I 
remembered it from a station ID file uploaded to YouTube, a 90s ID 
https: //www. youtube. com/watch?v=J6WQ_zYRkgE 


for XHPM-FM back when MVS Radio was still in San Luis and Stereorey 
was still a national network. XHPM moved from the site in 2009 or so, 
after MVS proper left San Luis and the stations passed to its local 
partner, Controladora de Medios. 


When Radio FM SLP, an excellent Facebook and Twitter page that has 
picked up some of my findings, put out this news, someone mentioned 
something I had not heard about the facility. It was to be demolished. 


To figure out what's going on, we need to learn about what's wrong. 

For that, we have an article from Plano Informativo, and I will 

translate it in full.

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EDIFICIO PUGA TO BE DEMOLISHED --- Proposal to construct a new 
building capable of withstanding natural disasters 
Emilia Monreal, Plano Informativo, February 4, 2016 


The Edificio Puga, considered among the oldest buildings in San Luis 
Potosi, with a height of 56 meters, will be remodeled, and there is 
talk of its possible demolition, in order to rebuild it with the 
necessary structural support, as it has always been vulnerable in 
windy seasons or when earthquakes have been felt in the area. 


Located at the corner of Av. Venustiano Carranza with Calle Benigno 
Arriaga, the building has 14 floors, not counting the first floor and 
penthouse. In recent years, it has suffered some damage, such as on 
December 9 of last year, when it had to be partially evacuated after 
the elevator, which has always been a problem in the building, 
collapsed. 


Besides the frequent complaints of the workers of ISSSTE [the state 
health agency for civil servants], due to the constant evacuations, 
the building, among the oldest in the capital city, has always been 
pointed to as a risk. As of now, some offices that were being rented 
out have been evicted, on the grounds that the building is to be 
remodeled. 


It was also the home for many years of the old Stereorey radio 
station, where one of the first radio newscasts was begun and 
broadcast. 


Although there has been some resistance to the project, confidential 
sources reported that since December they have stopped renting some of 
the offices, claiming remodeling. On various occasions, Civil 
Protection has argued that the building is not in usable condition, as 
it lacks a series of capabilities that guarantee the safety and 


structural stability for the people who work in it and for those who 
may have business, particularly in the ISSSTE offices. 
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CUdigo San Luis has another article, which I will also translate. It 
is from March 1 of this year.

Edificio Puga, 35 Years Later 


Unionized ISSSTE workers in San Luis Potosi ask for the state offices 
to be moved; the building does not have adequate safety measures; it 
is not appropriate for people with disabilities

On February 19, unionized ISSSTE workers from the San Luis Potosi 
delegation held a demonstration, in which they argued that the 
Edificio Puga, located on Av. Carranza in this city, is no longer 
sufficient to handle the different administrative processes that 
currently take place in its offices. 


Led by Juanita Arriaga, Secretary General of the union, workers 
expressed their fear of staying in the building, given that the useful 
life of the building had ended. For her part, the Secretary General 
assured that on several occasions she had sent letters to the [ISSSTE] 
delegate in San Luis and had talked with federal authorities, with no 
response. 


Chief among the reasons listed for a change in facilities were the 
many rights-holders who come to the building daily, mainly between the 
ages of 30 and 65. Some of them must use wheelchairs, which creates 
problems when it comes time to arrive at the floor and office 
necessary. Additionally, the building's stairs and elevators are so 
old that they make it impossible for people with disabilities to get 
around. 


The administrative and filing spaces have grown in number and size, 
Arriaga claimed, and it has become so convoluted that it is impossible 
to offer quality service to members. She also talked about the 
sanitary conditions, which she described as not appropriate for the 
office's staff, as the bathrooms were insufficient and extremely 
small, dealing with constant drainage and infrastructure issues. 


CUdigo San Luis went to investigate a bit more about the topic and 
went to the Edificio Puga to try and corroborate the reports of the 
complainants. We first went to find RubEn Moreno, who is in charge of 
civil protection at the building. After searching for him on different 


floors, we found him on the sixth floor with personnel of Extintores 
Chong who were changing out the building's fire extinguishers to 
remain up to code; however, it would be a conversation we will talk 
more about later. 


Our first questions revolved around the building's structural 
condition. Ruben stated that the building has major construction 
issues, being a 35-year-old structure. Its windows, from floor to 
ceiling, are completely vulnerable during windy season, when workers 
enter into panic due to the noise and the volume of air that rushes 
into the building. 


One present item are the emergency stairs on the outside of the 
building. However, they seemed more for decoration than utility; 
what's more, it's almost prohibited to use them as they are not 
completely anchored to the wall of the building, only minor solders 
and some screws half-ready to come out. On this matter, RubEn told us 
that state civil protection had already recommended the removal of 
these emergency exits, given the potential for accidents. 


When we asked him about the state of the elevators, he told us they 
were the same ones the building opened with, using a basic fuse 
mechanism. We accompanied RubEn for 14 floors down to the elevator 
control room. People certainly are scared to use the elevators given 
the constant failures they have. To get to the control room, one must 
take an adapted and sturdy staircase. Once inside, we found a large 
motor with pulleys and cables, as well as small pieces that are 
activated when the elevator is called or a floor is selected. 


RubEn explained to us that it is a basic mechanism which can be 
operated manually. Given the recurrent failures, the staff has 
developed a technique to free [ISSSTE] rights-holders that are trapped 
in the elevator, which takes about 15 to 20 minutes to identify where 
the person is trapped and up to 40 to get them out. 


On the matter of fire extinguishers, as we mentioned earlier, the 
building managed to contract Extintores Chong, considered one of the 
better businesses in the category and which offers installation and 
fire prevention training. Standards require enclosed spaces to have a 
fire extinguisher every 14 meters; RubEn says that this rule is met 
and exceeded. 


The workers also discussed the lack of space for file storage. In our 
investigation, we found an office used for file storage. The filing 
cabinets next to the window had begun to tip onto the window, bringing 
with it the fear of breaking glass due to the cabinets' weight. 


The bathroom problem which Juanita Arriaga referred to during her 


press event was more than noticeable. Their small size makes it 
impossible for wheelchairs to enter, while deteriorating plumbing 
makes the faucets unusable. 


When we met with the municipal head of civil protection, Heladio 
Trist-n Trist-n, he denied any request on behalf of ISSSTE employees 
to issue a technical study in order to pressure the building's owner 
to renovate or demolish the building. He claimed that those were 
rumors in light of the building's decay but that nothing was closed 
off on the matter. 


And it's true. While the unhappy workers express their discontent for 
their workplace, the ISSSTE delegate in San Luis Potosi, Alberto 
Rodriguez Jacob, has implemented a policy of ignoring their requests, 
with the hope that the problems and demands are forgotten, demands 
coming not only from the workers, but from the rightsholders that 
every day must try their luck in this slowly collapsing building. 
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For their part, building administration placed an ad in newspapers, 

calling rumors of its demolition a lie and stating that the elevators 

have been certified by their manufacturers.

The SPR isn't here yet, and it could be that Imagen is building on 
Edificio Puga as a short-term solution before moving to, say, Cerro de 
los Caballos (home to most TV stations in SLP) on a new tower shared 
with the SPR (when they build their fourth-wave stations). The IPN is 
here too, so it's not like options Imagen used in other cities weren't 
available (Raymie, Sept 6, ibid.) 


As I was reviewing the list of stations by virtual channels released 
by the IFT and processing it, I came across a channel swap I had not 
known of before. 


It occurred in Veracruz and involved XHAJ (old 5) and XHAI (old 9). 
XHAI was the Canal 5 repeater for central Veracruz, while XHAJ was 
half of Telever, broadcasting the local programs to the area. XHAJ, 
however, got VC 5, while XHAI was labeled "Local" and given VC 8. 
(XHCLV Gala TV got VC 16.) 


I was not sure why. As two stations from the same site, XHAJ and XHAI 
should be almost identical. Then I checked my list of shadows again 
and realized there's one difference. 


Both XHAJ and XHAI have shadows in Orizaba, on Cerro Macuilacatl, and 
in Nogales. So do XHAH (Las Estrellas) and XHCLV. But there's one 
extra shadow for XHAJ which is outside the service area of the central 
Veracruz transmitter region. 


It's located in San AndrEs Tuxtla, which is 235 km away from Las 
Lajas. That's among the most distant shadows in the country, if not 
the record holder, with about 25 km on XHI between ObregUn and Mochis. 
(It still beats it out in a tower-to-tower measurement with 222 km.) 
Furthermore, it's an oddity. XHAJ's RF is 49. But shadow XHAJ San 
AndrEs Tuxtla is on RF *3*9. That's not a misprint, and it's not like 
there is a 49 around to spoil the party. There's an RF 39 in Veracruz, 
though: XHAH. 


Furthermore, the reports of XHAJ to Canal 5, even with the shadow, are 
baffling. The next town over is Santiago Tuxtla, with which San AndrEs 
forms a metro area known as "los dos Tuxtlas" (the Two Tuxtlas). It's 
in Santiago Tuxtla that we find XHATV (old 3), which I had on the 
books as Canal 5, and the Televisa transmitter site on Cerro El Vigtia 
(out west), plus Azteca's two stations. San AndrEs has a transmitter 
for the state network, XHGVS RF 26, and an Imagen allotment, RF 23. 
The two Tuxtlas have three radio stations between them: the most 
noteworthy, XHDQ-FM 103.9, was the first station of Grupo ACIR and 
retains a throwback logo and special name. 


One extra item helps to resolve some of the mystery. Shadow XHAJ may 
have been in reality more of a shadow XHAH, as CE was completely 
missing. Just a couple of years ago, the IFT's list of Canal 5 
stations included XHATV. Given its provenance as one of the "rural" 
stations awarded in the 80s, not having CE was kind of odd. 


The shadow XHAJ, however, needed to be brought in line with its 
parent. The main way to do that without changing anything else was to 
flip the main transmitter to C5, XHATV to Estrellas, and XHAI to local 
(Raymie, Sept 8, ibid.) DTV

WASHINGTON D.C., September 7, 2016 -- "I assure all Somalis that the 
insecurity will be handled soon. We are after the terrorists," 
President of Somalia, Hassan Sheikh Mohamoud, told the Somali diaspora 
in a first-of-its-kind town hall meeting hosted by the Voice of 
America. 


The Somali diaspora in Minneapolis-Saint Paul had a rare opportunity 
to speak directly with the Somali President.

But we hear about things 
blowing up there every day," he said as the crowd applauded. "You can 
come back to Mogadishu and nothing will happen to you," Mohamoud 
answered. 


Mohamed Dahir in Mogadishu accused the Somali President of failing the 
youth of his country saying that young people are joining terrorist 
groups because the President "does not give them a chance to represent 
themselves in the government institutions." "I take responsibility for 
whatever relates to my responsibility, but I have also to get credit 
for what I did," said the Somali president. "Four years ago, when I 
was coming to office, the terrorists were threatening the government, 
and now you see our army is hunting [them] down in their remote 
hideouts," Mohamoud responded.

video posted on August 15, 2016 on its Facebook page. VOA will get 
$224 million from the BBG budget next fiscal year if everything goes 
well. 


The VOA Chinese video shows animals in an Italian zoo eating 
watermelons on a hot summer day.

Animals eating watermelons in an Italian zoo on a hot day is not 
exactly hot news, or any news. Point one of the VOA Charter says that 


VOA will broadcast accurate and objective news. 


Point two of the VOA Charter says that VOA will represent America. 


There is nothing American in this video, except U.S. tax dollars being 
wasted to produce and post it and the fact that it was done by the 
Voice of America, in this case for China. 


Point three of the VOA Charter says that VOA will talk about polices 
of the United States and present opinions. Again, nothing in this 
video on that score. 


This is pure waste of peoples' time and American tax money. We are not 
saying that lighter content has no place in VOA programs, but there 
are plenty of U.S. stories that could meet this goal and present 
something interesting and educational for the Chinese audience. 


If the purpose of this video is to attract an online audience, keep in 
mind that the Great Firewall of Internet censorship in China prevents 
VOA websites and social media pages to be seen inside the communist 
nation. 


This video does nothing to pierce the Great Firewall. As of August 19, 
it shows only 4.4K views, 123 "Likes" and only 4 comments. We can 
safely assume that almost all of the views and "Likes" came from 
overseas Chinese, probably in the United States. Granted, some of them 
might then look at other VOA content, but why not give them something 
of value to begin with. 


Journalists in the VOA China Branch do produce many excellent news 
reports, videos, interviews, and TV programs, but at the same time 
there is a lack of leadership at the top of the agency and millions of 
dollars are being wasted. 


China is ruled by a communist regime. It does not need videos about 
watermelons. It needs programs and program delivery that pierce the 
Great Firewall and advance the ideas of freedom and democracy. 


The problem is the agency's oversight board and senior management. The 
BBG has had members from the Hollywood movie industry and advertising 
backgrounds who have been doing private business in China and Russia. 
Perhaps they and BBG executives with experience in entertainment TV 
think that this is the way to expose the Chinese and the Russians to 
American values. 


We can assure then that this is definitely not the way to achieve 
anything other than wasting taxpayers' money. The money used to 
produce and post this video should have been used on programs that 
have some value and on circumventing the Internet censorship in China. 


We stress again that many VOA Chinese programs, as well as Radio Free 
Asia (RFA) broadcasts, where such watermelon videos would not be 


found, are in fact outstanding and much needed. They could have a much 
greater impact if the BBG bureaucracy would only invest money in 
getting them into China instead of using the money on themselves and 
their frequent international travels. 


The VOA watermelons video is just a minor example of what is wrong 
with the agency in general, and the Voice of America in particular. 


If you want to really scare yourself, take a look at this Voice of 
America video, produced especially and posted online by VOA to promote 
the message of Boko Haram terrorists in Nigeria originally videotaped 
by their enslaved girl captives under the threat of death. The Voice 
of America had no problems producing and promoting this video on 
social media with the terrorists' message and substandard reporting. 


Meanwhile, BBG Chairman Jeff Shell, BBG CEO and Director John Lansing, 
and BBG executive Jeffrey N. Trimble were recently traveling to 
Russia, where it appears Jeff Shell wants to do private business. (The 
Russians expelled Mr. Shell, while allowing Mr. Lansing and Mr. 
Trimble to enter Russia.) 


We don't know where VOA Director Amanda Bennett has been lately. She 
is a Pulitzer Prize-winning journalist, but we can say with some 
confidence that neither she nor her deputy Sandy Sugawara has not been 
reviewing VOA websites closely enough in recent weeks. Ms. Bennett 
seems to think that VOA is led by an outstanding management team. 


One of the four comments under the VOA Chinese video pointed out its 
pointlessness-its lack of any redeeming meaning or value. The image 
posted with the comment shows a child's face covered with flies, 
possibly a refugees suffering from hunger. 


The comment written in Chinese under the watermelon video said: 
"Heaven and earth difference!"

Question regarding radio in Venezuela --- Hi Glen[n], 
With the economic collapse in Venezuela, has there been many radio 
stations going QRT as a result? Just curious. Thanks (Geoff Wolfe -

Hi Geoff, I haven't heard about any lately. But a lot of them were 
forced off the air already for not being pro-government enough. No SW 
of course any more (Glenn to Geof, ibid.) 


Hi Glen[n], It’s funny that radio stations seem impervious to economic 
downturns. It’s not like the AM or FM bands empty out as a result of 
recession. BUT we regularly see empty shops as businesses go bust, 
even entire strips that become empty. Not even a reduction in RF power 
or even a reduction of transmission hours! - They just seem to carry 
on 24/7 like "all's well" (Geoff, ibid.)

Re: VOV --- Nothing heard here on 6175 2340 - 2355 EDT (UT -4). 
However, I note some auroral conditions in the WOF path. Signal might 
be squashed. Regards (Paul S. in CT FN31nl, UT Sept 2, ibid.) 


7315, Sept 1 at 2359, I’m ready for another monitorage of the new VOV 
relays setup to see if it’s any different from inaugural night. WHRI 
ID; 0000 UT Sept 2 joining VOV theme after a pause, sign-on in 
English. It’s S9 but fadey like last night, on an unfavorable beam for 
us from SC, presumably 173 degrees. After news, 0014 Economy Report; 
0023 song about Vietnam. 0028 dead air, 0028.5 WHR invites us to write 
to program and tell them ‘‘it's a blessing’* (not exactly what they 
were gunning for from Hanoi, but in bed with the super-Christians, 
what else?). 0029.5 WorldVision anti-hunger PSA. 0030 open VOV in 
Spanish. 0058 retune to hear WHR announcing that it is changing from 
7315 to 9605, and OCS war-mongering crusader theme, but at 0059, 9605 
is already on from other transmitter playing OCS too but separately, 
not synch! WHRI self-co*rdination is totally upscrewed. Before 0100 on 
7315, he says ~‘now on 9605**! As before, 7315 really remains on the 
air at 0100 with VOV in English again, while 9605 starts up long- 
running KBS WR relay in Spanish. A third WHRI transmitter is doing its 
own thing on much stronger S9+40 7385 with USA radio network **news*° 
toward us at 315 degrees. 


WHR continues to insert its own propaganda during VOV breaks on 7315. 
At 0129 Sept 2: Voice of the Martyrs, 800-75-VOICE about blasphemy in 
Tanzania, and WorldVision anti-AIDS. (How amusing it would be if one 
of these happened to deal with human rights violations, Christian 
missionary persecution in Vietnam!) 


There is a pause of about 9 seconds before VOV comes up at 0130+, like 
other breaks. Spanish again. At 0159, WHR ID and OCS, no frequency 
announcement, 0200.5 into USA ‘news’ now // 9605 which is still 
running another hour. 


Meanwhile neither 12005 nor 6175 is on at 0100 check from Woofferton, 
WHRI, or anywhere. Nor at 0121 nor at 0201. However, see PERU. 


7315, Sept 2 at 2359, no signal from WHRI before Vietnam relay, 
checking again on the third night of new schedule of English / Spanish 
/ English / Spanish semihours at 0000-0158. Carrier on at *2359.5, but 
keeps going off and on and off and on, no modulation applied. Still 
off at 0011. I'm mainly listening to Allan Weiner on WBCQ [q.v.] but 
keep checking 7315. Finally at 0023 I find it on, toward the end of 
VOV English, to stay? NO, next check not until 0125 when it’s off 


(clearing 7315 for some ‘‘running water’* at 0127). 0131 still off 
when Spanish should be repeating, still off at 0145. So much for that. 
Never any VOV on 6175 or 12005 either. At 0314, however, I find 7315 
is back on at S9+10 with WHRI praise music. 


7315, UT Sun Sept 4 at 0151, VOV is on via WHRI in Spanish, mailbag 
responding to listeners in Cuba, El Salvador, Argentina with plaudits 
for the station. El Sal is impressed by hearing a station from the 
other worldside, evidently not aware it’s really direct from South 
Carolina, and VOV does not clue him in. Super-patriotic comments 
relating to independence day. No carrier dropoffs during my brief 
monitorage, so did it manage to stay on for the entire two hours from 
Q000 tonight? I was busy mowing and recovering from mowing so no 
earlier monitoring session. 


It appears that all overseas relays except WHRI have been dropped, as 
still nothing on 12005 or 6175 which might have been Woofferton. Kai 
Ludwig reports: 

(Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1842, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


> I guess Vietnamese Radio can't pay anymore the relay broadcast 
Babcock bill for UAE relay and daytime Woofferton etc. etc.

If not KSWV 
Santa Fe NM, where it’s well after sunset, allegedly 10 watts, there 
are two XE possibilities among a bunch of other 810s further 
south/east: 1/1 kW XESB Santa B-rbara, Chihuahua; and 5 kW daytimer(?) 
XERSV, Ciudad ObregUn, Sonora (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 930, Monday Sept 5 at 1155 UT, a few minutes pre-sunrise 
here, WKY OKC is in open carrier/dead air, because of holiday? And 
nulling it, I’m getting something else in Spanish making a SAH of ~6 
Hz, give or take. As researched last Nov/Dec, there are only two N/W 
Mexicans on 930, Saltillo and Fresnillo, and there is only one US SS 
anywhere in the west, KAPR Douglas AZ (now that KHJ LA has got 
religion), tho we're unsure exactly what format. This one is musical 
at first, then economic? talk mentioning both pesos and d0lares. But 
at 1200 UT sharp before there is any ID, WKY revives with its own 
music as if it were programmed to do so. KAPR is also better 
positioned to get past WKY, closer to a right angle than the XEs which

1480.82, Sept 5 at 0141 UT, het against 1480 stations, seems to loop 
ESE/WNW. Reminds me of the 1499.17 het against 1500 I have been 
hearing (820-830 Hz away), and would be close to a match for spurs 
each side out of 1490 rather than somethings off-frequency from 1480 
or 1500. However, I'm sure I would have noticed the 1480+ one before 
when I was getting the 1500- one. But now I am not hearing the 1500- 
one; until 0156 UT when I can make it out weaker, and on the same 
bearing (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 1520, Sept 2 at 0142 UT, KOKC’s stupid Savage talk show 
is getting heavy QRM from honky-tonk piano music, then C&W song. 
KOKC’s biggest rival at night is normally out-of-whack KOLM, 
Rochester, Minnesota, sportstalk, still such per its website. Could 
this be KYND, Cypress TX, which we normally hear around sunrise? Sked 
page is now here:

showing “Urban Music on Air’ from 6 pm to 6 am [23-05 UT] weekdays 
(lots but different hours on weekends) so that doesn’t fit either, 
unless they are talking about Urban Cowboys --- Houston market, after 
all. They have quite a mix of various talk shows and different kynds 
of music. BTW, it’s licensed as a 25 kW direxional daytimer only (18 
kW Critical Hours), but no doubt the webcast runs all-night. There is 
no longer a misleading coverage map linked from the homepage. KYND, 
last logged here June 16 at 1150 UT, had a slow SAH against KOKC, but 
this one makes a fast SAH. Hard to DF accurately vs KOKC, but seems 
about ESE/WNW. By 0209 UT, KOKC, which is 10 kW ND on STA (forever?) 
is in another offensive talkshow, Herman Cain, and dominating, but C&W 
music still audible under. NRC AM Log 2016-2017 shows several little 
mostly daytimers with C&W formats, in AL, IL, IN, MI, MI, MO, TX, WA. 
By DF the only one fitting would be WTLM Opelika AL, D1 1000/CH 650 
watts. If the DF was way off, it could be KQQB Stockdale TX (just SE 
of San Antonio), D3 2500, but application for D3 25000/CH 23000 (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Glenn - On your unIDs, I'm guessing the 1520 is KRHW. I hear them 
under WWKB from time to time even out here with C&W. 73, (David Yocis, 
VA, DX LISTENING DIGEST) = Sikeston MO

a while, best on E-W antenna, but not a DF £ix. NRC AM Log shows 
several OLDie format 1580s: closest is KGAF Gainesville TX, 250 watts 
from the south; strongest is 10 kW CKDO Oshawa Ont. (and why not?

2016 


Solar activity was at low levels from 29-31 Aug. Regions 2583 (N13, 
L=025, class/area Dao/130 on 29 Aug) and 2585 (N08, L=222, 
class/area Ekc/590 on 03 Sep) were responsible for the C-class 
activity. Activity dropped to very low levels for the remainder of 
the period. No Earth-directed CMEs were observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
high levels on 29 Aug and 02-04 Sep due to CH HSS influence. 


Geomagnetic field activity was at quiet to unsettled levels on 29-31 
Aug with active conditions late on 30 Aug due to CH HSS effects. 
Mostly active to major storm conditions were observed on 01-03 Sep 
due to effects from an extension of the northern polar coronal hole. 
Active to minor storm levels prevailed on 04 Sep due to continued CH
